BOERS AT JOHANNESBURG 


Johannesburg has an area of six square 
miles on the southern slope of the range. 
Before the war the city had a population of 
100,000 inbabitants. The guns of the Boer 
fortifications are so planted as to rake uot 
only every street of the city, but 10 of the 
principal mine works. Lately new batteries 
have been placed to command the roads from 
the south, west, and east, and lines of Iin- 
trenchments have been constructed so as to 
make a fortified front of 20 miles a little to 
the south of Johannesburg. 


The British lines of approach are from 
Klerksdorp, north of the Vaal and 60 or 70 
miles northwest of Kroonstad; along the line 
of railway leading from Kroonstad across 
the Vaal to Johannesburg, and along the 
rallway leading from Laing's Nek 
by way of Heidelberg and Elandsfontein to 
Johannesburg. There is no doubt that Jo- 
hannesburg is a strong position, provided 
the British make a frontal attack. Its weak- 
ness is in its water supply and in the fact 
that it may be avoided in a march on Ire- 
toria, 40 miles to the north. The import- 
ance of the position lies in the fact that it 
is the center of British and other foreign 
capital, that the mining property is of great 
value, aud that the financial interests of 
Europe are to be served by its prompt oc- 
cupation by the British.

The Boer forces continue to dwindle. 
Some of the correspondents assert that 
probably only about 24,000 fighters remain, 
although there are detached parties in va- 
rious parts of the Transvaal. 


In Natal Gen. Buller’s forces have crossed 
into the Transvaal near ingog>?, but are 
still held at bay at Laing’s Nek, where the 
Boers are intrenching themselves. With 
the exception of this pass Natal is clear 
of Boers. It is doubtful if they will be 
able to hold the position when threatened 
by a flanking movement from the force 
that crossed the Ingogo River. 

A dispatch from Pretoria announces that 
the first train north entered Mafeking May 
22, and that the firgt train south is €x- 
pected next weey. It is said that the re- 
Met of Mafeking was due to a blunder of 
fone of the federal] officers, by which Gen.

“MEN DONLOVE.” 


he 2900 women at the Mothers’ Conference did well to hiss 
Prof. Chrisman for his ridiculous assertion that men are inca- 
pable of genuine love.

Ask any man’s Sweetheart, wife, 
sister, daughter or mother. Don’t ask the mer themselves. 
They may be too modest to admit it. ; 
But, taking the question seriously, has Prof. Chrisman ever 
read the Epistle of John the Divine? Has he ever heard that 


noble verse, worthy to be memorized by every child that isi 


born: ‘Greater love hath no man than this, that a man lay 
down his life for his friend.”” And has Prof. Chrisman forgot- 
ten the numberless cases in history and in dally life where 
men—persons of the male sex—have laid down their lives for 
love of their feilows? 

Of course Prof. Chrisman meant that a man’s love for a 
woman is mere passion. But if men have love of country and 
love of their fellows, and if “‘the greater includes the less,’ 
how can a professor argue that a man can have no real love 
for a single individual merely because she is of the other sex. 

The pessimistic professor should now hunt him “a lodge in 
some vast wilderness.”” He can hardly dare to face any 
women again. 
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It is not a matter of wonder that the Methodists have de- 
cided to admit women to the general conference. It is re- 
markable that they were not admitted long ago. 
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A MONEY FAMINE. 


Bishop Thoburn of Bombay, in an address before a Chicago 
audience Monday, made this remarkable statement in regard 
to the Indian famine: , 

“The people now are so distressed that they sell their chil- 
dren if anyone will buy. You can buy a child for 10 cents 
anywhere in the famine country. Or they give their children 
away or desert them or come to the missionaries and beg 
them to care for them. Ten dollars will support a child for a 
year, feeding, clothing, teaching him for a life of usefulness, 
or will buy food for a family for at least six months.” 

What makes this famine inconceivably hideous, if well au- 
thenticated reports may be believed, ig that it is not a food 
famine, but a money scarcity. There is food, but no money 
to buy it with. 
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Congressman Bartholdt trekked immediately when asked 
to contribute to a fund for the Boer widows and orphans. It 
Was an opportunity for him to display his loyalty to an 
unamerican administration and at the same time to save his 
money. 
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MR. RICHARDSON EXONERATED. 


The report of the Senate Committee on Printing, which has 
investigated the compilation and publication of the messages 
of the President, exonerates Mr. Richardson. 

It is found that Mr. Richardson worked assiduously on this 
compilation and moreover expended $3600 of his own funds 
preparing the index. 

Then why not compensate him for his work and reimburse 
him for his expenditure? Why give him a monopoly and pre- 
tended copyright—for it is hardly more—and permit him to 
turn loose his agents who misrepresent the facts and bam- 
boozle the unwary into paying $34 for a work which can.be 
sold for $77? 

The committee admits that Congress made a mistake when 
the plates were given to Mr. Richardson. 

That is the core of it. Mr. Richardson simply took advan- 
tage of the mistake. 

It was suggested when the report was presented that Con- 
gress take up the publication and issue 30,000 copies. This is 
perhaps the best way to extinguish MY. Richardson and. his 
man Barkus. The cost is $7 a set. The work should be sold by 
_the government at cost, and then kept up by the issue every 
four or eight years of a new volume bringing the work down 
to date. But no more private enterprise! 
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What would the signers of the Declaration of Independence 
say to the Administration's assertion that the United States

HE gift which belongs to the teacher 
rE is frequently quite apart from the 
qualities that go ta make up 4 fine 
concert singer or operatic artiste. 

There is no person so important in the 
world of music as the teacher. 

Voices that have natural promise are 
frequently made or ruined by the meth- 
ods adopted by teachers. 

The voice is a natural element, as mys- 
terious in its possibilities almost as the 
element of electricity in the air. Unless 
it is tharnessed, nurtured, developed and 
disctplined by expert reaching, it be- 
comes noise without meaning or is lost 
altogether. 
If you have the slightest musical g-ft, 
gO at once to a good teacher. 

You will 
your prospects are. 
this point. 

It is no use to buy a book of vocal ex- 
ercises, to sit down at the piano and sing 


scales without the skilled advice of a sing- 
ing teacher. 

f you are in difficulties, you go to a 
lawyer, if you are ill you send for a doe- 
tar; so, if you think you have a voice, go/ 
to a teacher and find out if you have 
one or not. 

As I have said before, the only method 
possible is by going, first of all, to a good 
teacher. You can ascertain from friends 
or musicians what teacher to go to, and it 
is as well to be liberal in your original 
outlay for this first important information. 
At first, your voice will be an unknown 
quantity to yourself and your teacher. Not 
umtil you have studied for three months 
will your voice begin to show signs of any 
improvement in quay. 

It may have only an almost imperceptible 
promise of anything when you begin. Only 
the teacher’s ear and knowledge of voice- 
work can appreciate or even surmise the 
posstbilities. 

It will take three months, at least, for a 
beginner with an average voice to receive 
in some degree a musical comprehension 
of what singing means. 

At the end of that time the student will 
be justified, with the advice of a teacher, 
to decide if he or she shall continue to de- 
velop the gift fully. 

Above all things, trust your teacher, and 
get a good one. ‘ 

There ‘s a great deai said and written 
about the various advantages to be gained 
by studying music in different places. The 
location igs immaterial, the first essential 
being a compe:tent teacher, preferably of 
the old Italian school. 

There is as much difference between the 
demands of the concert platform and the 
operatic stage as there is between two 
languages. 

There are fewer voices capable of operat- 
ic singing. 


It is no use to evade 


condition to be 
considered for students who expect to be- 
come operatic singers is a good voice, All 
success in grand opera is founded on the 
quality and stability of the voice. 

Having this foundation, a fine presence 
is another requisite for operatic work. 

Grand opera is usually given on very 
large staz2s, and there is probably more 
necessity for fine presence on the operatic 
stage than there is on‘the dramatic stage. 

Another essential for grand opera work 
is an unusually strong physique. 

The strain involved in gustaini a great 
operatic role ig perhaps greater than thet 
of any other dramatic performance. Not 
only must the singer memorize the music 
and execute the technical difficulties of 
vocalization, but he or she must retain 
characterization, impersonation and ex- 
pression in acting, so that the duties of a 
grand oper2 singer are dmuabled. 

The operatic artist must have dramatic 
talent of unusual vitality and favility. 

An artistic temperament, whfch is a

‘To my mind a successful singer in con- 
cert work requires the same qualities as 
those that are necessary for the st , 

I believe it is not generally consiitred 
mecessary for concert singers to learn elo- 
cution, but, in my opinion, it is as important 
for them as for operatic singers. 

The story of a song is told tn the word 
and the study of elocution, as 1 understan 
it, is a study of words. 

‘While the concert singer adopts a more 
classic rendering, because she has no cos- 
tume to suggest characterization, still she 
can convey impersonation tn the telling of 
her story and the dramatic feelihg t 
may be in the selection. 

As every taing in the art of music is ex- 
tremely difficult, I should say that neither 
the concert platform nor the operatic stage 
is an easy proposition for the student. 

P + in their own ways, are equally dif- 
cult. 

The best time to study and practice the 
voice is in *he morning. 

One cannot work the volee as one can 
work with an instrument, like the plano 
or violin. 

The vocal organs are extremely delicate 
and, if I :nay use the term, petulant. They 
are very sensitive to the physical condi- 
tions, to climatic influence and to over- 


work. 
begins to. sing 


When the student first 
these organs are somewhat rebellious; they 
seem to recognize thelr luxurious quality, 
and at first decline almost to respond to 
the |! ulse of future fame that means so 
much hard work for them. 

Students should not practice more than 
for a period of one hour in the morning, 
with intervaia of rest, of course, 

If the voice is not tired it is not a bad 
idea to use it again for half an hour in the 
evening. | 

Absolute beginners, however, I do not 
think shvuld practice consecutively for 
more than 10 minutes at a time. Of course, 
as the student advances tn his or her work: 
the time imay be extended, but never 
sufficiently to fatimue the voice. 

There ts hardly anything so injuroous for 
- voice as fatigue, especially for a be- 
ginner.

He has filled various important offices 
in the organization.and has been a hard 
fighter for the eight-hour day, which the 
journeymen carpenters have been enjoying 
for some years. 


John Swinton on Strikes. 

A large number of the hundred atrikes 
of the past few weeks have been brought 
to an end, one after the other, through 
concessions to the striking workmen. I 
could name between 30 and 40 trades which 
have gained some advance in wages, some 
shortening of the hours of toil, or some 
recognition of union rules. In some in- 
stances concessions were made very soon 
efter the declaration of a strike; nm some 
there were weeks of conflict, and in others 


no settlement has yet been reached. The 
most interesting settlement of the time 
has been that between the machinists and 
their employers, which took place after a 
portion of the men had gone on strike, 
and while the whole body of the workers 
at the trade siood ready to jom them. The 
most important strike of the yeay and one 
of the greatest «ver known to American la- 
bor—whether we consider the length of 
time it has ‘asted or the number of men 
engaged in it—is that of the Chicago bulld- 
ing trades, which is still going on, as is

The shrewder parties among the 
employers of !abor have come to know how 
their interests suffer during a long strike, 
whether the strike be a failure or a suc- 
cess, One of the shrewdest and b 
employers in the country has asked for an 
answer to the question: 

“In w way can we prevent strikes?’ 

Well, sir, one way is to take account 
of the grievances or complaints of the 
men and to see what can be done for their 
removal, This is a way that has often 
worked advantageously. 

Another way is of British origin, and 
may be called the “Birmingham way.” It 
has for vears nut a stop to strikes in 
a great industry which had previo been 
almost ruined by strikes. The 
and workmen arrange all matters mu- 
tual agreement, fixing the wages of X 
the profits of capital, the out of each 
establishment in the “ Alliance, 
and the prices of the product.

HAVANA, May 24.—Archbishop Sbarrettl, 
accompanied by a delegation of priests and 
laymen, visited the palace to-day and pre- 
sented to Gen. Wood a petition, bearing 31,- 
000 names, praying for a modification of the 
marriage law formulated by Gen. Brooke, 
so that marriage by an ordamed miniater 
of any religion will be legal.

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THE’ CUBAN WAY 


PETITION TO GOV. WOOD. 


Aypeal to Have a Decree in Relation to 
Marriages, Issued by Brooke, 
Revoked. ‘ 


HAVANA, May &#.—Except among Cuban 
politicians there is comparatively littik in- 
terest in+ the approaching eleations, This 
is shown by the very light registration. 
One of the worst features of the situation 
is the fact that, as soon as a party#ees 
it is mot likely to win in a particular quar- 
ter, it withdraws its candidate and de- 
clares that everything has been arranged 
unfairly with a view of defeatingyhim. The 
Democratic Union and the Republican par- 
ties have both withdrawn their candidates 
In Havana, leaving the election a practical 
walkover for the National party. On the 
other hand, at Matanzas and Santa Clara 
the Republicans are likely to have easy 
victories, the Nationalists there objecting 
to the laws. Santiago will be controlled 
by the Conservative party, of which De- 
metrius Castillo is the leader. Pinar del 
Rio has only a National ticket and this only 
applies to the mayoralty. 

7en. Wood has issued a modification of 
the electoral law for the city of Havana, 
so that among the councilmen the minos- 
ax will be represented. The city will be di- 
vided into six districts, each having four 
councillors. Noone will be allowed to vote 
for more than three candidates, thus as- 
suring to the minority at least six repre 
sentatives. In view of this arrangement 
another weskK will be allowed for nomina- 
tions. 

It'is now asserted that the only. candi- 
dates for (ne mayoralty will be Gen. Ale- 
jandro Rodriguez, representing the National 
party, and Senor Estrada Mora, who will 
run as an independent cardidate. 

Many believe that the latter’s chances are 
very good, as he made a favorable impres- 
sion while assistant mayor and afterward 
as acting mayor. 

Mgr. Donato Sbarett!, bishop of Havana, 
aceompanied by a. number of priests, rep- 
resenting the clergy, and by a lay commis- 
sion, representing the lay Catholics of the 
diocese, have presented to Gen. Wood pe- 
titions signed by 31,000 people, requesting 
that the decree issued by Gen. Brooke 
While military governor of Cuba, ordering 
that only civil marriages should be consid- 
ered lawful, may be so altered as to allow 
marriages celébrated according to the rites 
of any religion to be considered Jawful pro- 
vided a record of the ceremony is duly 
handed in by the church or religious body 
for civil registration within 30 days. 

Mer. Sbaretti delivered an address in-the 
‘ourse of which he contended that Gen. 
brooke’s decree was contrary to the spirit 
of religious liberty and to the freedom of 
‘onscience professed by the American peo- 
ple and guaranteed by the treaty of Paris. 

“The decree of Gen. Brooke,”’ said the 
bishop, ‘“‘created and maintains a useless 


confilct between the civil and the ecclesias- 


tical law, and good Catholics must con- 
sider it an imposition, forcing upon them, 
as it does, an empty ceremony. The decree 
was a gratuitous attempt to restrict liberty 
and it is the direct cause of embarrassment 
and of increasing expense to Catholics 
when contracting marriage.’ 

The probability is that the decree will be 
repealed sufficiently to allow the marriage 
ceremony to be legally performed by any 
clergyman in regular orders. 

Senor Checa, one of the Spaniards who 
inscribed, has been appointed an inspector 
of custcms and special agent. La Lucha, 
commenting upon the apointment, favor- 
ably, says: 

‘Senor Checa ts an old and well-tried ser- 
vam without a blemish on his reputa- 
lon, 

La Discussion gays: 

he Spanish papers are naturally fubit- 
lant over the appointment. Cubans, how- 
ever, view the matter with deep disappoint- 
ment and chagrin, not betause Senor Checa 
was born in Spain. but ‘becatise the ap- 
paintment of a foreigner ‘s'an ind'gnity to 
the Cubans. ‘Cuba for the Cubans,’ and 
the public positions In Cuba belong to them. 
They should protest until notice is taken of 
it by Washington. Senor Chéecea was fifth 
on the list of inscribed Span’ards. clearly 
showing that he did not want to be a 
Cuban.’’ 

Collector Bliss says: 

“Senor Checa was extremely well recom- 
mended to me by both Cuban and Spanish 
merchants as just the man for the position, 
If I am to be responsible for the good ad- 
ministration of the customs service it is ‘n- 
dispensable that I should have the right to 


control its employes.”

“Tne old bill required an W0-foot span, 
while the board of engineers recommend a 
750-foot span. The provisions of the old 
bill make the cost from a haif to two- 
thirds the estimated cst under our amend- 


The amended form provides that if the 
new bridge is built below the Eads bridge 
it shall have an unbroken and continuous 
single span, the lowest part of which shall 
have an elevation of 75 feet above the city 
directrix. If built not more than 1700 feet 
above the Eads bridge, it sha:l have three 
spans of the same length as those of the 
Eads bridge. The bridge company is given 
the option by the amended hill of con- 
structing the bridge at a point opposite or 
near Mullanphy street, or three-quarters of 
a mile above the Eads bridge, but if con- 
structed at that place there shal! be three 
fixed channel snans, the west span to have 
a clear waterway of 565 feet, and the other 
two channel spans clear waterways of 625 
feet each; and, in any case, the lowest part 
of the bridge spans shall be & {cet abuve 
the St. Louis directrix. 

The amended form of the bilb fixes the 
maximum charges for passage over the 
bridge at $3 for freight cars, !oaded or un- 
loaded, and the same tolls for passenger 
cars; each person crossing in a Passenger 
car, 15c; each foot passenger, 3c; for pas- 
sengers on cars of any street car line using 
the bridge, 5c.

Brave Woman's Devotion to Husband 
Whom She Had Not Seen for 12 
Years Will Probably Se- 
cure His Pardon.

JACKSON, Mich., May %.—If Jacob Mam 
lowski, a life prisoner in the Penitentiary 
here,becomes a free man again, and he prob- 
ably will, he can thank the courage, devotion 
and love of his wife, a plain, little Polish 
woman, who does not know a word of Eng- 
lish. She arrived in Jackson a few days 
ago. She did not know a eoul in the place. 
All that she knew was that somewhere in 
the town was the prison which held the 
husband she had not eeen for 12 “years. 

To reach this prison she had endured 
countless privations and hardships, and 
travelled nearly 00 mijes, sometimes work- 
ing her way and again begging for money 
to help her in her journey. 

Six months ago she left the children and 
home in Galicia, Austria, determined to 
get to her husband's side, tell him of her 
confidence in his innocence and work and 
plead incessantly until ehe obtained his 
freedom. 

When she stepped off the train Mrs. Mas- 


lowski exhibited two letters gewed together, 
to Station Agent Crossman. One letter wae 
written in Polish, the other in Bnglish. The 
latter simply stated the purpose of her long 
journey, and asked the public to help her 
along. 

Mr. Crossman placed her in a carriage and 
had her driven to the Penitentlary. Maa- 
lowski had no idea who hig visitor was, and 
he could not speak for eeveral minutes when 
he recognized his wife, whom he had never 
expected to see ain. The woman talked 
eagerly and told him of her plans. 

A Polish merchant living here, on learning. 
Mrs. Maslowski'’s etory, took her to his 
home, and has promised to aid her“*migs.o 
in every way. he day the woman arrive 
the Pardon Board had just adjourned. 

Gov. Pingree received the woman, and 
through an interpreter listened to her plea 
for her husband. 

The governor told her he would do all he 
could do, and that her husband would prob.

Five years ago Maslowski, who worked 
as a lumberman tn Otsego County, was con.

. Coryell, who is in attendance, does. no 
think the wound is necessarily mortal, al- 
though the wounded man is 73 years old and 
his extreme age makes his injury more se- 
rious than it otherwise wou. d be. 

Austin Moroney, who was in the saloon 
when the stranger entered about 11 p. m. 
says that he asked but one questi on, wheth- 
er a small man had been in the saloon dur- 
ing the day. Moroney had already replied 
that many short men had been in the sa- 
Joon during the day when the man drew a 
revolver. Moroney dodged behind a stove 
end the bullet which he thought was mean 
for him struck the saloon keeper, who had 
approached from the rear of the saloon dur- 
ing the brief conversation. The stranger 
immediately fled. There was no policeman 
in the v:cinity and so far no suspect has 
been arrested. 

The man is described similarly by bot 
the wounded saloon keeper and the porter. 
as follows: ‘‘Between 2 and 28 years of 
age, probably 6 feet 8 inches in height 
smooth shaven, dressed in dark clothes ang 
wearing a slouch hat. Neither had ever 
seen h.m before. 

The bullet which struck Mr. Glasow en- 
tered the breast near the left nipple, rangee 

,downward and was located near the surface 

‘in the back.
